1. Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts made 
available do not teach or fairly suggest, alone or in combination, a pipe coupling flange 
comprising a central bore, a first and second ports for receiving valves, a take-off channel linking 
the first port with the central bore, a feed channel linking the first port with the second port and 
the second port linking the exterior of the flange. The prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a 
pipe coupling having an orifice plate sandwiched between two flanges and a transducer 
connected to at least one of the first and second ports for measuring pressure.
